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Country  Prices  Mixed 


Feed  Grains  -  Prices  paid  to  producers  of  shelled  corn  ended  the  reporting  period  18  cents  lower  from  last  month's  closing  average,  while  sorghum  prices 
were  15  cents  lower.  Drought  concerns,  planting  progress  and  crop  conditions,  and  government  reports  were  highlights  in  May.  Dry  conditions  continued 
to  cover  areas  in  Central  Illinois,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Indiana,  Nebraska,  and  Minnesota.  Most  rains  that  were  received  were  light,  leaving  the  sub-soil  lacking 
moisture.  The  dry  soil  conditions  and  warm  temperatures  made  quick  work  of  planting  this  spring.  According  to  the  USDA's  Weekly  Crop  Progress  report 
issued  on  May  30,  Illinois  corn  was  97  %  emerged,  compared  with  last  year's  average  of  75  %.  Also,  79%  of  the  corn  had  been  rated  in  good  to  excellent 
condition.  Sorghum  planting  was  also  ahead  of  schedule  with  74%  of  the  Illinois  crop  planted,  compared  to  26%  for  the  5  year  average.  The  USDA's 
Supply/Demand  report  on  May  12  issued  the  first  estimates  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year.  Increases  in  production,  feed  use,  milling,  and  exports  over 
the  crop  year  were  noted.  With  all  of  these  changes,  the  carryout  would  increase  200  million  bushel  to  1.984  billion  and  prices  were  expected  to  remain 
weak.  The  initial  estimates  are  for  a  9.74  billion  bushel  corn  crop,  which  would  be  3  %  higher  than  1999.  Prices  are  estimated  to  average  between  1.85 
and  1.95  per  bushel  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year  and  slightly  lower  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year  at  1 .60  to  2.00  per  bushel  for  corn.  Sorghum  production 
was  estimated  to  be  7%  lower  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year.  Average  prices  are  expected  average  1.30  to  1.70  per  bushel  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year, 
compared  to  1.55  to  1.65  per  bushel  in  1999/2000. 


Soybean  -  Prices  closed  41  cents  lower  for  the  month  of  May.  Brazilian  harvest,  crop  progress,  and  government  reports  were  the  focus  in  May.  As  of 
the  first  week  of  May,  the  Brazilian  harvest  was  just  slightly  below  average  at  93%  of  completion,  according  to  the  USDA.  The  higher  acreage  planted 
and  good  soybean  yields  in  the  northern  region  have  made  up  for  the  hot  and  dry  conditions  in  the  southern  regions.  Brazil's  production  was  estimated 
at  31.0  million  ton,  just  slightly  below  last  year's  production,  according  to  the  USDA.  Warm  temperatures  and  dry  soils  helped  US  producers  get  off  to 
a  fast  start  and  a  quickly  paced  soybean  planting  season.  According  to  the  USDA's  Weekly  Crop  Progress  report  issued  on  May  30,  Illinois  producers 
were  97  %  complete,  compared  with  the  5  year  average  of  51%.  Nationwide,  US  planting  was  85  %  complete,  compared  to  the  5  year  average  of 
55%.  Estimated  projections  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year  were  released  in  the  USDA's  Supply/  Demand  report  on  May  12.  With  early  planting  and  more 
planted  acres,  soybean  production  was  estimated  at  2.955  billion  bushel.  This  production  would  be  nearly  300  million  bushel  higher  than  1 999/2000 
and  even  with  increases  in  crushing  and  milling  and  exports  the  estimated  carryout  would  rise  to  495  million  bushel .  The  national  acreage  farm  prices 
for  the  2000/2001  crop  year  was  estimated  by  the  USDA  to  be  between  $4.00  and  $5.00  per  bushel,  compared  to  4.65  in  1999/2000. 


Wheat-  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  of  soft  red  wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  an  average  of  16  cents  higher.  Crop  progress  and 
ratings,  and  government  reports  were  the  highlights  in  May.  The  Illinois  soft  red  wheat  crop  was  maturing  ahead  of  schedule.  According  to  the  USDA 
Weekly  Crop  Progress  report  99%  of  the  crop  had  headed,  which  was  14%  ahead  of  the  5  year  average.  Some  of  the  crop  in  southern  Illinois  had  already 
started  to  turn  color  on  its  way  to  maturity.  Some  producers  believe  the  crop  to  be  2  weeks  ahead  of  normal.  The  wheat  crop  in  Illinois  was  rated  71% 
good  to  excellent  conditions  as  of  May  30,  by  the  USDA.  The  USDA  projected  this  year's  soft  red  wheat  production  at  445  million  bushel,  which  was  2 
%  below  last  year.  The  average  yield  was  estimated  at  55.6  bushel  per  acre.  In  Illinois,  we  are  expected  to  harvest  910,000  acres,  100,000  less  than 
last  year.  Average  Illinois  yields  for  2000  are  expected  to  be  55  bushel  per  acre,  to  produce  50.05  million  bushel,  according  to  the  USDA.  The  Supply/ 
Demand  report  was  released  by  the  USDA  on  May  12.  It  projected  the  outlookforthe  2000/2001  crop.  The  wheat  differed  from  corn  and  soybeans  because 
it  revealed  a  smaller  carryoutfor  the  new  crop,  whereas  corn  and  soybeans  added  bushels.  The  main  focus  of  the  report  showed  production  63  million 
bushel  lower  than  last  year  at  2.239  billion.  Exports  were  increased  50  million  bushel  due  to  expanding  global  demand.  Carryout  was  reduced  by  101 


million  to  837  million  bushel.

Hay  Market  Report 
as  of  June  1,  2000 


All  hay  prices  quoted  dollars  per  ton  FOB  the  farm,  small 
square  bales  unless  otherwise  noted.  Straw  quoted  in 
dollars  per  bale  and  by  the  ton.  Illinois  hay  prices  were 
mostly  steady  to  firm  this  month.  Hay  movement  was 
moderate  to  active  with  moderate  to  good  demand. 
Demand  was  good  for  Premium  and  Good  quality  alfalfa, 
whether  it  was  old  crop  or  new.  Old  crop  supplies  were  very 
hard  to  locate,  but  there  were  some  supplies  of  beef 
quality  hay  still  available  to  the  market.  New  crop  alfalfa 
hay  that  was  baled  with  no  rain  was  attracting  most  of 
the  attention  from  buyers.  Second  cutting  of  alfalfa  was 
just  starting  in  Southern  and  Central  Illinois  with 
Northern  Illinois  still  trying  to  complete  their  first  crop. 
Scatttered  showers  and  rain  have  made  harvesting  hay 
in  Northern  and  Southern  Illinois  a  challenge  at  best.  To 
this  point,  the  potato  leaf  hopper  has  not  been  a  factor, 
but  many  producers  are  expecting  some  kind  of  problem. 
Strawprices  were  mostly  steady  across  the  state  with  the 
demand  light  to  moderate.  Landscaping  was  the  major 
demand  for  straw  this  month. 

Northern:  Northern  Illinois  hay  sales  were  moderate  to 
active  and  priceswere  mostly  steady  to  firm.  Demand 
was  good  for  old  or  new  crop  Premium  alfalfa  and  good 
to  excellent  quality  grass  hay.

Rain  delays 
and  lack  of  a  stable  weather  pattemhad  made  progress 
slow.  Alfalfa  weevil  was  quiet  this  month  as  most  of  their 
damage  was  done  last  month.  Straw  movement  was  slow, 
but  interest  wasincreasing  from  the  landscape  industry.

130-135;  Good  alfalfa  115,  90-110  in  big  squares;Fair 
alfalfa  85-90,  60  in  big  rounds.  Good  Mix  110;  Fair  Mix

75;  Fair  Grass  60.  Straw  1.00-2.00  per  bale  in  small 
squares  or  60-70  per  ton. 

Central:  Central  Illinois  hay  sales  were  moderate  to  good. 
Prices  in  Central  Illinois  were  mostly  steady  to  firm.  The 
Premium  alfalfa  and  grass  hay  were  still  in  good  demand. 
New  crop  alfalfa  with  no  rain  was  attracting  much  of  the 
attention.  Harvest  of  the  second  crop  was  starting  on  a 
limited  basis.  Alfalfa  weevil  were  under  control,  but 
producers  were  worried  about  potato  leaf  hoppers.  Straw 
prices  were  mostly  steady  to  weak.  Most  of  the 
interest  was  coming  from  the  landscape  industry.  Pre¬ 
mium  alfalfa  132;  100-110  in  big  squares;  Good  alfalfa 
1 00-1 20;  Fair  alfalfa  80.  Low  mix  35.  Premium  Grass  1 14; 
Fair  Grass  80.  Straw  was  1.20-2.00  per  bale  or  60-70 
per  ton. 

Southern:  Southern  Illinois  producers  reported  hay  sales 
activity  moderateto  active  with  prices  mostly  steady. 
Demand  was  moderate  to  good  for  Premium  alfalfa  and 
grass  hay.  Some  producers  had  started  to  harvest  the 
second  crop  of  alfalfa.  The  alfalfa  weevil  had  done  its 
share  of  damage  in  Southern  Illinois,  but  was  quiet  this 
month.  Producers  are  expecting  some  trouble  from 
potato  leaf  hoppers,  but  no  insects  were  found  yet.  Straw 
sales  had  been  slow  with  prices  mostly  steady.  Premium 
alfalfa  1  20-1 40;  Good  alfalfa  1 00-1 20;85-1 1 0  in  big  squares. 
Premium  Mix  120.  Premium  grass  100 -114;  Fair  Grass 
80.  Straw  was  1 .20-2.00  per  bale  or  65-75  per  ton.

U.S.  Cattle  on  Feed  Up  9  Percent  -  Cattle  and  calves 
on  feed  for  slaughter  market  in  the  United  States 
forfeedlots  with  capacity  of  1 ,000  or  more  head  totaled 
10.91  million  head  on  May  1,  2000.  The  inventory  was 
9  percent  above  May  1 , 1 999  and  1 2  percent  above  May 
1, 1998. Placements  in  feedlots  during  April  totaled  1.69 
million,  slightly  below  1 999  but  6  percent  above  1 998.  Net 
placements  were  1.60  million.  During  April,  placements 
of  cattle  and  calves  weighing  less  than  600  pounds  were 
299,000, 600-699  pounds  were  307,000, 700-799  pounds 
were  568,000,  and  800  pounds  and  greater  were  51 1 ,000. 
Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  April  totaled  1 .87  million, 
4  percent  belowl  999  and  1  percent  below  1998.  April  2000 
had  two  fewer  weekdays  than  April  1999,  which  limited 
slaughter  and  affected  the  year-to-year  relationship  for 
marketings.Other  disappearance  totaled  90,000  during 
April,  13  percent  below  1999  and  2  percent  below  1998.

Feed  Grain:  Prices  paid  to  producers  of  shelled  corn  ended  the  reporting  period  1 1  cents  lower  from  last  month’s  closing  average,  while  sorghum  was  1 9 
cents  lower.  Crop  conditions,  softening  basis  and  government  reports  were  the  major  news  items  in  July.  Crop  conditions  in  the  corn  belt  started  improving 
in  late  June  and  continued  to  get  better  in  July.  Beneficial  rainfall  and  warm  temperatures  were  ideal  for  growing  conditions  and  pollination.  The  Illinois  crop 
continues  to  mature  ahead  of  normal  years.  The  weekly  crop  progress  report  issued  by  the  USDA  on  July  31st,  indicated  the  U.S.  corn  crop  had  90%  in 
the  silking  stage,  which  was  1 8%  above  the  five  year  average.  The  Illinois  crop  had  98%  in  the  silking  stage  and  47%  in  the  dough  stage,  both  stages  are 
ahead  of  normal  growing  years.  Illinois  also  had  86%  of  their  crop  rated  in  good  to  excellent  condition.  The  sorghum  crop  in  Illinois  was  rated  at  82%  good 
to  excellent,  while  79%  of  the  crop  started  to  head.  Along  with  lower  prices  on  the  Board  of  T  rade,  lower  basis  level  also  pressured  cash  prices  the  last  half 
of  July.  Cash  com  was  moving  with  producers  giving  up  on  the  drought  prospects,  starting  to  make  room  forthe  new  crop,  and  forfeiting  of  government  loans.The 
Supply  Demand  report  issued  by  the  USDA  on  July  1 2^  predicted  a  1 0  billion  bushel  com  crop.  Carryover  for  the  new  crop  was  raised  to  2. 1 8  billion,  almost  275 
million  bushels  higher  than  last  year.  The  USDAs  projected  price  was  down  1 0  cents  to  $1 .50  to  $1 .90  per  bushel.  In  the  world  market  hot,  dry  weather  had  cut 
prospective  com  production  by  nearly  7  million  tons  in  Eastern  Europe.  Droughtconditions  and  lower  planted  acres  in  China  could  also  reduce  the  size  of  their  crop. 

Soybeans:  Prices  closed  25  cents  lower  for  the  month  of  July.  Improving  crop  conditions  and  government  reports  took  the  spotlight  in  July.  June  was  one 
of  the  wettest  months  for  several  years  and  it  helped  to  eliminate  the  drought  and  improve  crop  conditions.  Though  there  were  dry  conditions  remaining  in 
Nebraska  and  some  states  in  the  Southeast,  the  cornbelt  conditions  continued  to  improve.  The  Weekly  Crop  Progress  report  issued  by  the  USDA  on  July 
31  "‘•showed  the  crop  maturing  ahead  of  schedule  and  improving  weekly.  In  Illinois  63%  of  the  crop  was  already  setting  pods,  compared  to  47%  last  year 
and  the  five  year  average  of  25%.  91  %  of  the  Illinois  crop  was  blooming,  compared  to  the  5  year  average  of  70%.  The  U.S.  showed  66%  of  the  crop  in 
good  to  excellent  conditions,  compared  to  57%  one  year  ago.  According  to  the  USDA's  Supply  Demand  report,  the  new  crop  has  potential  to  be  a  record. 
Current  projections  are  for  a  2.94  billion  bushel  crop.  With  the  larger  potential  new  crop,  the  carry  over  could  expand  to  480  million  bushels.  The  season 
average  soybean  prices  are  expected  to  decline  for  new  crop  to  $3.90  to  $4.90  per  bushel  compared  to  $4.65  for  the  1 999/2000  crop  year.  Export  inspections 
continued  to  run  ahead  of  last  years  pace.  The  U.S.  was  149  million  ahead  of  last  year  at  927.8  million  bushels.  China,  Mexico  and  Japan  were  some  of 
the  major  buyers.  Exports  are  projected  at  970  million  bushels,  slightly  above  last  years  record.  According  to  the  USDA,  production  in  China  and  India  along 
with  a  slower  demand  for  soybean  meal  in  European  countries  could  limit  any  export  gains  in  the  new  crop  year. 


Wheat:  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  of  soft  red  wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  an  average  of  1 0  cents  lower.  Wheat  harvest  in  Illinois 
and  government  reports  captured  much  of  the  attention  in  July.  Harvest  in  Illinois  was  slowed  by  rains  in  late  June  and  July.  The  rain  raised  quality  concerns 
with  some  of  the  grain  loosing  test  weight  and  acquiring  some  damage.  According  to  the  USDA's  Crop  Progress  report  issued  July  24th-  Illinois  was  99%  complete 
with  their  harvest.  Soft  red  winter  wheat  production  was  forcast  at  467  million  bushel,  1 4  million  bushel  higher  than  one  year  ago.  It  was  expected  to  be  21  % 
of  the  U.S.  wheat  crop.  Total  use  was  estimated  to  be  458  million  bushel,  about  20%  of  the  total  wheat  use,  according  to  the  USDA.  With  cuts  in  feed  use  due 
to  lower  corn  prices,  the  USDA  raised  old  crop  carryover  to  950  million  bushel.  The  carry  over  for  the  2000/2001  crop  year  was  estimated  at  947  bushel. 
U.S.  wheat  exports  were  estimated  to  be  lower  forthe  newcrop  wheat.  Increased  competition  was  the  main  reason  for  the  lower  expectations  with  Canada, 
Argentina  and  Australia  being  major  factors.  Early  in  the  exporting  year  the  U.S.  was  just  20  million  bushels  behind  last  years  pace.  Major  exporters  have 
been  Egypt,  Japan  and  Jordan.

U.S.  Cattle  on  Feed  Up  9  % 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  for  slaughter  market  in 
the  United  States  for  feedlots  with  capacity  of 
1,000  or  more  head  totaled  10.39  million  head 
on  July  1,  2000.  The  inventory  was  9  %  above 
July  1,  1999  and  13%  above  July  1,  1998.  The 
inventory  included  6.22  million  steers  and  steer 
calves,  up  8  %  from  the  previous  year.  This 
group  accounted  for  60  %  of  the  total  inventory. 
Heifers  and  heifer  calves  accounted  for  4.13 
million  head,  up  9%  from  1999. 

Placements  in  feedlots  during  June  totaled 
1.66  million,  7%  below  1999  but  6  %  above 
1998.  Net  placements  were  1.61  million. 

During  June,  placements  of  cattle  and  calves 
weighing  less  than  600  pounds  were  347,000, 
600-699  pounds  were  380,000,  700-799  pounds 
were  498,000,  and  800  pounds  and  greater  were 
439,000. 

Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  June  totaled 
2.16  million,  slightly  above  1999  and  6%  above 
1998.  Other  disappearance  totaled  57,000  during 
June,  10  percent  below  1999  and  21%  below 
1998.

All  hay  prices  quoted  dollars  perton  FOB  the 
farm,  small  square  bales  unless  otherwise 
noted.  Straw  quoted  in  dollars  per  bale  and  by 
the  ton.  Illinois  hay  prices  were  steady  to  weak 
this  month.  Hay  movement  was  slow,  with 
lightto  moderate  demand.  With  the  drought 
fear  gone  in  Illinois,  buyers  are  not  as 
concerned  about  collecting  hay  supplies.  The 
best  demand  was  coming  from  the  horse 
industry.  Alfaifa,  alfalfa-grass  mixes  and 
grass  hays  are  all  attracting  attention.  Leaf 
hoppers  were  a  minor  problem  for  producers. 
While  persistent  rain  damaged  the  wheat 
straw  in  southern  and  central  Illinois,  some 
bright  straw  can  be  found  in  some  areas  in 
northern  Illinois.  Straw  movement  was  siow 
and  demand  was  lightto  moderate.  Straw 
prices  were  mostly  steady  to  firm  across  the 
state. 

Northern:  Northern  Illinois  hay  sales  were  slow 
and  prices  were  mostly  steady  to  weak. 
Demand  was  found  for  good  quality  horse 
hays,  whether  it  was  alfalfa,  alfalfa-grass 
mixes  orgrass  hay.  Some  limited  amounts  of 
straw  was  baled  in  good  condition,  with  good 
bright  color.  Straw  movement  had  been  slow, 
with  landscapers  using  the  most.  Prices  for 
straw  were  mostly  steady.  Premium  alfalfa 
1 30;  Good  alfalfa  80-90, 95-1 1 0  in  big 
squares;  Fair  alfalfa  65  in  big  rounds.  Premium 
Mix  1 00;  Good  Mix  1 00, 50  in  big  rounds,  75-80 
in  big  squares;  Fair  Mix40;  Premium  Grass  80 
in  big  rounds;  FairGrass  35  in  big  rounds. 
Straw  1 .20-2.50  per  bale  in  small  squares  or 
50-70  perton. 

Central:  Central  Illinois  hay  sales  were  slow  to 
moderate.  Prices  in  Central  Illinois  were  mostly 
steady.  Baling  conditions  were  slightly  better 
this  month.  Leaf  hoppers  were  minor  problems 
for  producers.  Demand  was  good  for  alfalfa 
and  grass  hay.  Buyers  were  showing  interest 
in  prices,  but  were  not  willing  to  buy.  Straw 
prices  were  mostly  steady  to  firm. 
Landscaping  was  the  major  user  in  July. 
Premium  alfalfa  1 00-1 20;  1 20  in  big  squares; 
Good  alfalfa  1 00-1 1 5;  Fair  alfalfa  75.  Premium 
Grass  90-100;  Good  Grass  90;  Fair  grass  35  in 
big  rounds.  Straw  was  1 .00-2.00  per  bale  or 
60-70  perton. 

Southern:  Southern  Illinois  producers  reported 
hay  sales  activity  slow  with  prices  mostly 
steady.  Demand  was  good  for  quality  alfalfa 
and  grass  hay.  Heavy  rains  in  some  parts  of 
southern  Illinois  have  made  harvest  of  the 
third  and  fourth  cutting  troublesome.  Leaf 
hoppers  so  far  have  been  a  minor  problem  for 
producers.  Straw  prices  were  steady,  with 
the  landscaping  industry  providing  most  of  the 
demand.  Premium  alfalfa  140;  Good  alfalfa 
90-95;85-105  in  big  squares;  Low  alfalfa  65. 
Premium  Mix  1 20.  Premium  grass  1 00;  1 00  in 
big  squares.  Straw  was  1 .20-2.00  per  bale  or 
65-75  perton.

Feed  Grains:  Prices  paid  to  producers  of  shelled  corn  ended  the  reporting  period  24  cents  higher  and  sorghum  was  38  cents  higher.  Harvest  activity, 
government  reports  and  Starlinkcorn  were  news  features  in  October.  According  to  the  USDA's  Weekly  Crop  progress  report  from  October  30,  lllinoishad  completed 
94%  of  their  corn  harvest  and  92%  of  the  sorghum  harvest.  Both  crops  were  ahead  of  last  year  and  the  five-year  average.  Down  corn  and  muddy  field  conditions 
made  harvest  a  challenge  in  many  parts  of  the  state.  On  October  12,  the  USDA  released  its  crop  production  report.  Corn  production  for  the  US  was  forecast  at 
10. 2  billions  bushels,  down  just2%from  last  month's  forecast.  Yields  were  forecastto  average  139. 6  bushel  per  acre  forthe  US  according  to  the  report.  If  realized, 
the  2000  crop  would  be  the  largest  production  and  average  yield  on  record.  Illinois  was  projected  to  produce  1.712  billion  bushel  of  corn  from  11.05  million  acres 
at  an  average  yield  of  155  bushel  per  acre.  Sorghum  production  was  projected  for  Illinois  to  be  9.01  million  bushel  on  85,000  acres  with  an  average  yield  of  106 
bushel  per  acre.  The  Supply/Demand  report  released  by  the  USDA  on  October  12  saw  cuts  in  the  new  crop  carryover.  Carryover  for  the  2000  crop  was  reduced 
425  million  bushel  to  1.817  billion  bushel.  Due  to  lower  ending  stocks,  the  projected  price  range  for  corn  was  up  15  cents  to  1.65-2.05  per  bushel.  Starlink  corn 
made  the  news  in  October.  Starlink,  the  genetically  engineered  corn  by  Aventis  Crop  Science,  is  not  approved  in  Japan  and  Japan  alone  takes  30  percent  of 
the  US  corn  exports.  The  market  has  concerns  about  Starlink's  effect  on  2000  US  exports. 


Soybeans:  Prices  closed  11  cents  lower  in  October.  Soybean  harvest  and  government  reports  were  the  main  focus  for  the  month.  Soybean  harvest  continued 
throughout  October  with  good  progress  being  made.  In  the  October  30  USDA  Weekly  Crop  Progress  report,  Illinois  had  harvested  95%  of  their  soybean  crop. 
This  was  slightly  behind  last  year's  pace  but  ahead  of  the  5-year  average.  Like  the  corn  harvest,  muddy  fields  made  harvest  a  challenge  and  definitely  slowed 
the  pace.  Many  grain  traders  and  producers  anxiously  awaited  the  October  12  Crop  Production  Report  from  the  USDA.  The  report  projected  the  2000  crop  at 
2.82  billion  bushel,  which  was  3%  lower  than  the  September  report.  Traders  looked  to  see  what  effect  late  season  dry  weather  and  disease  had  on  the  crop. 
The  yield  forecast  was  38.7  bushels  per  acre,  down  .8  from  the  September  report.  In  Illinois,  we  are  expected  to  produce  471.5  million  bushel  of  soybeans  on 
10.25  million  acres  with  an  average  yield  of  46  bushel  per  acre.  There  was  a  drop  of  1  bushel  in  the  average  yield  from  the  September  report.  The  October  12, 
USDASupply/Demand  report  projected  carryover  for  the  2000  crop  at365  million  bushel.  Even  though  crop  size  was  reduced,  cuts  were  made  in  projected  crush 
and  exports  forthe  2000/2001  crop  year.  With  the  smaller  crop,  theseason  average  prices  are  projected  at$4. 60  to  $5. 20  per  bushel  using  $4. 90  as  an  average. 
With  a  good  idea  of  our  2000  soybean  production  in  the  US,  the  focus  now  shifts  to  marketing  the  crop  and  soybean  production  in  South  America.  At  present, 
Brazil  and  Argentina's  conditions  are  near  perfect  in  the  major  growing  regions  leading  into  planting  season.  Market  observers  will  keep  the  Brazilian  growing 
conditions  as  one  of  their  main  topics  for  the  months  to  come. 


Wheat:  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  of  Soft  Red  Wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  5  cents  higher  than  last  month.  Planting  activity  in  Illinois, 
growing  conditions  in  the  Plains  and  government  reports  were  in  the  news  for  October.  Wet  soil  conditions  made  wheat  seeding  a  challenge  this  season.  This 
may  have  been  one  cause  of  fewer  wheat  acres  in  Illinois  being  planted.  According  to  the  October  30,  USDA  Weekly  Crop  Report,  Illinois  had  90%  of  its  wheat 
planted  with  53%  of  that  emerged.  Poor  wheat  planting  conditions  in  the  Great  Plains  was  the  major  reason  for  the  rally  in  the  wheat  market.  In  early  October, 
hotanddryconditions  in  Kansas,  Oklahoma  and  Texas  discouraged  many  farmers  from  planting  wheat.  Atthis  point,  planting  and  emergence  were  well  behind 
5-year  averages.  Beneficial  rain  started  to  come  to  the  Southern  Plains  during  the  last  half  of  October.  These  rains  helped  planted  wheat  emergence  and  brought 
many  areas  back  to  normal  moisture  levels.  The  USDA  Wheat  Production  Report  projected  total  US  wheat  production  at  2.239  billion  bushel.  This  was  63  million 
bushel  lower  from  the  previous  report  and  down  3%  from  1999  production.  The  US  Wheat  yield  was  forecast  at  42.1  bushel  per  acre,  1.1  bushel  under  the  record 
yearofl998.  With  thesmallercrop  and  anticipated  increase  in  use,  the  projected  wheat  price  range  was  up  10  cents  to  $2. 35  to  $2. 55  per  bushel.  Wheat  inspected 
for  export  was  51  billion  bushel  behind  last  year's  pace  at  460  million  bushel.  Egypt,  Pakistan  and  Morocco  were  some  of  the  largest  buyers.

Feed  Grain:  Prices  paid  to  producers  ofshelled  com  ended  the  reporting  period  18  cents  lower,  while  sorghum  prices  were  13  cents  lower.  Government 
reports  and  com  exports  were  the  focus  in  January.  On  January  1  1 , 200 1  the  USDA  released  the  Crop  Production  Summary  for  the  2000  crop  year,  the 
Grain  Stocks  Report  and  a  Supply\Demand  report.  In  the  Crop  Production  report,  the  USDA  did  cut  estimates  from  the  December  report.  Com  production 
was  estimated  at  9.97  billion  bushel,  which  was  1  %  lower  than  the  November  forecast.  This  crop  however,  was  still  the  second  largest  crop  on  record,  just 
behind  the  crop  of  1 994.  The  average  U.S.  yield  was  1 37. 1  bushel  per  acre,  also  the  second  largest  on  record.  Illinois  was  estimated  to  have  an  average  yield 
of  1 5 1  bushel  per  acre,  producing  1 .67  billion  bushel.  Sorghum  production  was  forecast  at  470  million  bushel,  down  from  the  595  million  bushel  produced 
in  1999.  The  average  yield  for  sorghum  in  Illinois  was  estimated  at  95  bushel  per  acre,  thus  producing  8.07  million  bushel.  Com  stocks  in  all  positions  on 
December  1,2000  were  estimated  by  the  USDA  at  8.52  billion  bushel,  up  6%  from  one  year  ago  and  the  highest  on  record  since  1987.  Com  stocks  in  Illinois 
were  estimated  at  1.53  billion,  which  was  up  from  the  1.415  billion  bushel  in  1999.  Grain  sorghum  stored  in  all  position  on  December  1, 2000  was  262 
million  bushel,  which  was  25%  lower  than  one  year  ago.  Illinois  had  2.2  million  bushel  stored  with  all  the  grain  in  the  off  the  farm  category.  In  the  USDA’s 
Supply\Demand  report,  the  com  carryover  was  increased  to  1 .806  billion  bushel.  Though  the  estimates  for  the  2000  com  production  was  lowered  86  million 
bushel,  estimates  for  feed  use  were  cut  75  million,  export  estimates  were  dow'n  50  million,  and  food\industrial  use  estimates  were  down  1 0  million  bushel. 
The  projected  price  range  for  com  was  unchanged  at  $ 1 .65  to  $2.05  per  bushel.  The  testing  procedures  for  Starlink  com  exported  to  Japan  stayed  in  the 
news.  For  the  second  time,  Starlink  was  found  in  com  shipped  to  Japan  after  testing  Starlink  free  in  the  United  States.  There  was  concern  Japan  might  look 
elsewhere  for  future  com  purchases. 

Soybeans:  Prices  closed  37  cents  lower  in  January.  Government  reports  and  the  South  American  soybean  crop  were  the  main  topics  for  soybeans  in  January. 
Crop  Production,  Grain  Stocks,  and  the  Supply\Demand  were  released  by  the  USDA  on  January  1 1,  2001 .  In  the  Crop  Production  report,  the  USDA 
estimated  the  2000  soybean  crop  at  2.77  billion  bushel,  which  was  the  largest  crop  on  record.  The  average  yield  was  estimated  at  38. 1  bushel  per  acre.  In 
Illinois,  we  harvested  10.45  million  bushel.  In  the  Grain  Stocks  report,  soybeans  stored  in  all  positions  on  December  1 , 2000  were  2. 24  billion  bushel,  which 
was  3%  higher  than  one  year  ago.  For  soybeans,  the  Supply\Demand  report  was  also  uneventful.  Even  though  the  crop  size  was  lowered  by  just  7  million 
bushel,  the  carryover  remained  at  320  million  bushel.  A  small  reduction  of  5  million  bushel  in  the  crush  estimate  counter  balanced  the  lower  crop  estimates. 
Many  traders  w'ere  disappointed  to  find  no  increases  in  the  export  estimates.  The  projected  average  soybean  price  estimates  were  lowered  to  $4.50  to  $5.00 
per  bushel.  Crop  estimates  remain  unchanged  from  last  month  for  Brazil  and  Argentina.  The  Brazilian  crop  remains  2  to  3  weeks  ahead  of  last  years 
development.  Good  moisture  levels  and  moderate  temperatures  have  been  setting  the  pace  for  a  record  harvest  in  South  America. 

Wheat:  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  of  soft  red  wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  4  cents  higher  than  last  month.  Government  reports 
and  crop  conditions  were  in  the  news  in  January.  The  USDA  released  the  Quarterly  Grain  Stocks,  Winter  Wheat  Seedings,  and  Supply\Demand  reports 
on  January  1 1 , 2001 .  All  varieties  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  totaled  1 .8  billion  bushel  on  December  1 , 2000.  These  figures  were  4%  lower  than  one 
year  ago.  In  Illinois,  the  total  bushels  stored  were  38.5  million  bushel,  down  slightly  from  last  years  total  of  39. 4  million  bushel.  The  Winter  Wheat  Seeding 
report  estimated  the  total  area  planted  at  4 1 .3  million  acres,  5%  lower  than  year  ago  levels.  Soft  Red  Winter  Wheat  seeding  acres  were  6%  lower  than  last 
year  at  8.9  million.  In  Illinois,  fanners  seeded  1  1%  fewer  acres  in  2000  to  total  850,000  acres,  down  from  the  950,000  acres  planted  one  year  ago.  The 
Supply\Demand  report  released  by  the  USDA  estimated  the  carryover  to  be  48  million  bushel  lower  at  8 1 4  million  bushel.  Estimates  for  feed  use  were 
increased  by  50  million  bushel  due  to  lower  than  expected  December  1 , 2000  stocks.  Seed  usage  was  lowered  by  2  million  bushel  due  to  fewer  acres  planted. 
The  projected  price  range  was  up  5  cents  from  last  month  to  $2.55  to  $2.65  per  bushel.  Due  to  the  dry  weather  in  the  major  hard  red  winter  growing  areas, 
some  concern  still  remained  about  plant  emergence.  Many  producers  planted  in  dry  ground,  then  either  cold  and  wet  weather  conditions  stayed  for  the 
season  leaving  some  of  the  planted  acreage  yet  to  emerge.

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  for  slaughter  market  in 
the  United  States  for  feedlots  with  capacity  of 
1,000  or  more  head  totaled  11.8  million  head  on 
January  1,  2001.  The  inventory  was  3  percent 
above  January  1,  2000  and  11  percent  above 
January  1,  1999.  The  inventory  included  7.02 
million  steers  and  steer  calves,  up  3  percent  from 
the  previous  year.  This  group  accounted  for  59 
percent  of  the  total  inventory.  Heifers  and  heifer 
calves  accounted  for  4.70  million  head,  up  3 
percent  from  January  1,  2000.  Placements  in 
feedlots  during  December  totaled  1.70  million,  3 
percent  above  1999  and  12  percent  above  1998. 
Net  placements  were  1 .60  million.  During  Decem¬ 
ber,  placements  of  cattle  and  calves  weighing 
less  than  600  pounds  were  504,000,  600-699 
pounds  were  516,000,  700-799  pounds  were 
406,000,  and  800  pounds  and  greater  were 
273,000.  Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  Decem¬ 
ber  totaled  1 .75  million,  5  percent  below  1 999  and 
4  percent  below  1998.  December  2000  had  two 
less  slaughter  days  than  December  1999  which 
limited  slaughter  and  affected  the  year-to-year 
relationship  for  marketings.

All  cattle  and  calves  in  the  United  States  as  of 
January  1,  2001,  totaled  97.3  million  head,  1 
percent  below  the  98.2  million  on  January  1,2000 
and  2  percent  below  the  99.1  million  two  years 
ago.  All  cows  and  heifers  that  have  calved,  at  42.6 
million,  were  slightly  below  the  42.8  million  on 
January  1,  2000  and  1  percent  below  the  42.9 
million  two  years  ago.  Beef  cows,  at  33.4  million, 
were  down  1  percent  from  both  January  1 ,  2000 
and  January  1 ,  1 999.  Milk  cows,  at  9.20  million, 
were  up  slightly  from  January  1,  2000  and  1 
percent  above  two  years  ago.  Other  class  esti¬ 
mates  on  January  1,  2001  and  the  change  from 
January  1,  2000  are  as  follows:

Steers  weighing  500  pounds  and 
over,  16.4  million,  down  1  percent.  Bulls  weigning 
500  pounds  and  over,  2.27  million,  down  1  per¬ 
cent.  Calves  under  500  pounds,  16.2  million, 
down  4  percent.  Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  for 
slaughter  in  all  feedlots,  14.2  million,  up  1  percent. 
The  combined  total  of  calves  under  500  pounds, 
and  other  heifers  and  steers  over  500  pounds 
outside  of  feedlots,  28.6  million,  down  4  percent. 

The  2000  calf  crop  was  estimated  at  38.6  million 
head,  down  slightly  from  both  1999  and  1998. 
Calves  bom  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  are 
estimated  at  28.4  million,  down  slightly  from  both 
1999  and  1998. 

The  number  of  operations  with  cattle  totaled  1 .08 
million  during  2000,  down  2  percent  from  1999 
and  4  percent  below  1998.  Beef  cow  operations 
in  2000  were  down  2  percent  from  1999  and  3 
percent  below  1998.  Milk  cow  operations  were 
5  percent  below  last  year  and  10  percent  below 
two  years  ago.

All  hay  prices  quoted  dollars  per  ton  FOB  the 
farm,  small  square  balesunless  otherwise 
noted.  Straw  quoted  in  dollars  per  bale  and 
by  the  ton.  Illinois  hay  prices  were  mostly 
steady  to  firm  this  month.  Hay  movement 
was  moderate  to  active  with  moderate  to 
good  demand.  Hay  movement  continued  to 
be  better  than  last  month,  even  though  win¬ 
ter  conditions  have  eased.  Delivery  of  hay 
was  still  effected  by  mud, snow, and  ice. 
Supplies  of  Premium  hay  were  becoming 
harder  to  find  and  some  producers  were 
getting  low  on  inventory.  Straw  was  steady 
to  firm  with  some  instances  1 0  dollars  higher. 
Good  quality  straw  continues  to  be  in  light  to 
moderate  supply. 

Northern:  Northern  Illinois  hay  sales  were 
moderate  to  active  and  prices  were  mostly 
steady.  Good  quality  alfalfa  and  alfalfa  mixes 
were  attracting  most  of  the  attention.  How¬ 
ever,  movement  of  beef  hay  was  still  good. 
Straw  prices  were  mostly  steady  to  firm  and 
demand  was  moderate  to  good.  Premium 
alfalfa  130-135,  120-130  in  big  squares; 
Good  alfalfa  1 1 0-1 20, 95-1 1 0  in  big  squares; 
Fair  Alfalfa  85  in  big  squares;Low  alfalfa  75 
in  big  squares.  Good  Mix95-100;  FairMix50- 
55  in  big  rounds,  55-70  in  big  squares.  Corn 
stalks  45-70.  Straw  1.50-2.60  per  bale  in 
small  squares  or  65-95  per  ton. 

Central:  Central  Illinois  hay  sales  were 
moderate  to  active  with  prices  mostly  steady 
to  firm.  Also  in  Central  Illinois,  Premium 
quality  hay  was  becoming  harder  to  locate. 
The  alfalfa  and  the  alfalfa  mix  hay  still  was 
attracting  the  most  interest.  Grass  hay  had 
moderate  to  good  demand  with  moderate  to 
light  supplies.  Straw  prices  were  mostly 
steady  with  moderate  to  light  supplies  of  the 
bright,  yellow  straw.  Premium  alfalfa  125- 
135;  130-140  in  big  squares;  Good  alfalfa 
100-120,  Fair  alfalfa  60-75  in  big  rounds; 
Low  alfalfa  50  in  big  rounds,  50-60  in  big 
squares.  Good  Mix  90-1 10.  Premium  Grass 
100;  Good  Grass  90;  Fair  Grass  70-75. 
Straw  was  1.50-2.50  per  bale  or  75-90  per 
ton. 

Southern:  Southern  Illinois  producers  re¬ 
ported  hay  sales  to  be  moderate  to  active 
with  demand  moderate  to  good.  Alfalfa  hay 
and  the  beef  quality  hay  were  the  most  active 
in  Southern  Illinois.  Demand  for  grass  hay 
was  good  to  very  good,  but  supplies  are 
moderate  to  light.  Straw  was  steady  to 
instanceslO.OO  higher,  with  most  of  the 
demand  for  good  bright  bales.  Premium 
alfalfa  135-150;  Good  alfalfa  1 10-120;  1 1Q-

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Country  Grain  Prices  Mixed 

Feed  Grains:  Prices  paid  to  producers  of  shelled  corn  ended  the  reporting  period  5  cents  higher,  while  sorghum  prices  were  4  cents  higher.  Crop 
conditions  and  government  reports  were  the  two  items  moving  the  feed  grain  market  in  August.  The  month  of  August  started  with  hot  and  dry  weather 
conditions  in  Illinois  and  the  Midwest.  When  the  USDA’s  Crop  Production  Report  was  released  on  August  10,  traders  kept  in  mind  this  report  was  based 
on  August  1st  conditions.  With  continued  hot  and  dry  conditions  in  August,  the  production  estimates  could  get  smaller.  The  USDA  estimated  the  2001  crop 
as  of  August  1  to  be  9.27  billion  bushel,  which  was  7%  lower  than  last  year  and  2%  lower  than  1999.  The  average  yield  was  estimated  at  133.9  bushel 
per  acre,  down  3.2  bushel  from  last  year.  If  realized,  this  would  be  the  lowest  production  since  1997.  The  Illinois  corn  crop  was  estimated  at  1.569  billion 
bushel,  down  from  1.668  billion  bushel  last  year.  The  Illinois  average  yield  was  expected  to  be  5  bushel  lower  than  last  year  at  146  bushel  per  acre. 

The  U.S.  Sorghum  production  was  forecast  at  544  million  bushel,  which  was  74  million  bushel  above  2000.  Illinois  sorghum  production  was  estimated  to 
be  8.6  million  bushel  up  from  8.07  in  2000.  The  corn  crop  in  Illinois  continued  to  mature  ahead  of  last  years  pace  with  the  condition  of  the  U.S.  crop 
lower  than  last  year.  Condition  of  the  Illinois  corn  crop  as  of  September  2,  found  54%  in  good  to  excellent,  with  33%  fair,  this  compares  to  the  U.S.  crop 
with  53%  good  to  excellent  and  31%  fair.  Also,  86%  had  dented,  compared  to  81%  last  year  and  99%  was  in  the  dough  stage  compared  to  91%  last 
year.  The  sorghum  crop  in  Illinois  was  considered  to  have  50%  in  good  to  excellent  condition  with  38%  fair,  compared  to  the  U.S.  crop  with  36%  in 
good  to  excellent  and  31%  fair.  Like  the  corn  crop  in  Illinois,  the  sorghum  crop  was  maturing  ahead  of  last  years  crop  with  81%  coloring,  compared  to 
75%  last  year,  while  19%  was  considered  mature,  compared  with  5%  last  year.  Prices  early  in  the  month  reacted  higher  or  lower  with  every  updated 
weather  forecast.  As  the  month  came  to  a  close  and  the  crop  matured  the  weather  reports  were  less  of  a  factor.  August  was  a  good  month  as  far  as 
export  shipments  of  corn,  as  most  weeks  were  at  or  above  traders  expectations.  In  Southern  Illinois,  corn  harvest  had  started  in  late  August.  While  it  was 
too  early  to  determine  a  trend  on  yields,  the  quality  of  the  new  grain  being  delivered  was  good. 

Soybeans:  Prices  closed  30  cents  lower  for  the  month  of  August.  Crop  conditions  and  government  reports  were  the  focus  of  the  soybean  market  in 
August.  As  in  the  corn  market,  soybean  prices  were  affected  by  the  hot  and  dry  weather  conditions  in  August.  Crop  conditions  nationwide  and  in  Illinois 
deteriorated  during  the  month.  Conditions  as  of  September  2,  rated  the  soybean  crop  nationwide  with  52%  in  the  good  to  excellent  category  and  55% 
in  good  to  excellent  shape  in  Illinois.  This  was  8%  lower  nationwide  and  6%  lower  for  Illinois  from  the  July  29th  report  by  the  USDA.  The  crop  was 
maturing  slower  than  last  years  pace  with  8%  of  the  crop  dropping  leaves  compared  to  11%  last  year.  The  August  Crop  Production  report  was  the  first 
production  report  of  the  year  with  an  objective  yield  survey.  In  the  report,  counts  of  plant  populations,  blooms,  and  pods  are  used  to  more  accurately 
forecast  yields.  The  Crop  Production  report  released  August  10,  estimated  the  2001  soybean  production  at  2.87  billion  bushel,  which  was  4%  higher 
than  2000.  Yields  were  forecast  to  average  38.7  bushel  per  acre,  which  was  .6  of  a  bushel  higher  than  2000.  If  the  August  1st  estimate  of  2.87  billion  is 
attained,  it  will  be  a  record  drop  in  2001,  but  the  hot  and  dry  weather  in  August  could  trim  production.  The  Illinois  crop  was  estimated  at  482  million 
bushel  with  an  average  yield  the  same  as  last  year  at  44  bushel  per  acre.  Traders  will  look  to  September  12th  for  the  new  forecast  for  the  2001  soybean 
crop.  Due  to  lower  estimates  in  Canadian  rapeseed  and  canola  production  for  the  2001/2002  crop  year,  U.S.  soybean  oil  exports  worldwide  were 
expected  to  increase  8%.  This  would  help  to  stabilize  the  depressed  soy  oil  market. 

Wheat:  The  average  wheat  price  paid  to  producers  of  soft  red  wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  an  average  of  5  cents  higher.  Government 
reports  and  exports  were  the  main  topics  for  wheat  in  August.  Most  of  August  saw  wheat  prices  moving  in  the  same  direction  as  corn  and  soybean 
prices,  as  there  were  no  major  news  events  for  wheat.  The  Crop  Production  report  released  August  10th,  estimated  the  total  wheat  production  for  the 
U.S.  at  1.98  billion  bushel,  which  was  down  11%  from  the  2000  crop  year.  Production  of  Soft  Red  Winter  Wheat  was  estimated  to  be  386  million  bushel, 
up  1%  from  the  July  2001  forecast.  Illinois  wheat  production  was  43.31  million  bushel  from  only  710,000  acres,  which  averaged  61  bushel  per  acre. 

The  average  yields  for  Illinois  was  increased  1  bushel  per  acre  from  the  July  estimates  mostly  due  to  the  increased  test  weights  of  the  grain.  Wheat 
inspected  for  export  continued  to  run  behind  last  years  pace.  For  the  week  ending  August  30th,  wheat  inspected  for  export  totaled  225  million  bushel, 
compared  to  276  million  one  year  ago.  The  strong  U.S.  dollar  was  one  reason  U.S.  wheat  exports  were  lagging  behind  last  years  totals.  In  the  future 
months  U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  increase  due  to  smaller  exportable  supplies  from  Canada  and  European  Union.  Global  wheat  stocks  were 
estimated  to  be  131  million  tons,  which  was  down  2  million  ton  from  last  month  and  its  the  lowest  estimated  since  the  1982/1983  crop  year.

Feed  Grains:  Prices  paid  to  producers  of  shelled  corn  ended  the  reporting  period  27  cents  higher,  while  sorghum  prices  were  23  cents  higher.  Crop  Production  reports,  cash 
basis  improvements,  and  slow  demand  were  the  main  topics  for  November.  With  little  news  to  move  the  market,  traders  waited  for  the  USDA’s  Crop  Production  report 
released  on  November  9th.  In  the  report,  corn  production  was  forecast  at  9.55  billion  bushel,  which  was  1  %  higher  than  last  month,  but  4%  lower  than  the  2000  crop.  Yields 
were  expected  to  average  1 38.0  bushel  per  acre  (bpa),  which  was  1 .7  bushel  higher  than  October.  If  realized,  this  would  be  the  4th  largest  production  and  the  2nd  highest 
yield  on  record  In  Illinois,  yields  are  expected  to  average  1 50  bpa,  just  one  bushel  below  2000.  On  1 0.7  million  acres,  Illinois  was  expected  to  produce  1.612  billion  bushel, 
down  from  1 .669  billion  bushel  in  2000.  Supporting  cash  bids  in  November  was  the  large  basis  improvement  along  the  Illinois  river  as  well  as  other  river  terminals.  With 
harvest  activities  complete  and  sharply  lower  rates  for  barge  freight,  basis  improvements  along  the  Illinois  river  ranged  from  20  to  22  cents  per  bushel .  Barge  freight  along  the 
Illinois  river  dropped  from  270-280  percent  to  1 50-1 55  per  cent  at  the  end  of  November.  One  item  holding  the  market  prices  back  was  light  export  demand.  Corn  inspected 
for  export  as  of  November  29,  was  66  million  bushel  behind  last  years  pace  at  433  million  bushel  for  the  current  marketing  year  starting  on  September  1 , 2001 ,  with  Japan, 
China,  and  Mexico  being  three  of  thelargest  destinations.  Forgrain  sorghum,  theCrop  Production  report  estimated  the  2001  cropat  536.7  million  bushel,  upfrom  the  470 
million  bushel  in  2000.  The  average  U.S.  yield  was  estimated  to  be  61 .2  bushel  per  acre,  up  from  the  60.9  bpa  for  the  2000  crop.  In  Illinois  sorghum  yields  were  expected  to 
average  95  bpa,  which  was  the  same  as  last  year,  to  produce  8.265  million  bushel  from  87,000  acres.  Also  in  feed  grains  a  combination  of  smaller  harvested  areas  and 
lower  yields  of  barley  and  oats,  has  estimated  ending  stocks  of  both  grains  to  be  the  lowest  on  official  record.  Barley  ending  stocks  were  projected  to  decline  21  %  to  84 
million  bushel  and  oat  stocks  are  estimated  to  be  down  25%  to  55  millions  bushel. 

Soybeans:  Prices  closed  23  cents  higher  for  the  month  of  November.  Crop  Reports,  improvements  in  the  cash  basis,  and  the  South  American  crop  influenced  the  soybean 
market  in  November.  The  Crop  Production  report  released  November  9,  by  the  USDA  estimated  the  2001  Soybean  crop  at  a  record  high  2.92  billion  bushel,  this  was  1  % 
higher  than  October  and  6%  higher  than  one  year  ago.  Yields  for  the  2001  crop  were  expected  to  average  39.4  bushel  per  acre,  which  was  .2  bpa  higher  than  the  October 
forecast  and  1 .3  bpa  higher  than  one  year  ago.  Also  acreage  for  harvest  was  also  estimated  to  be  a  record  high  74. 1  million  acres.  In  Illinois,  average  yields  were  expected 
to  be  the  same  as  in  October  and  one  year  ago  at  44  bushel  per  acre.  From  1 0.95  million  acres  planted,  Illinois  was  estimated  to  harvest  481 .8  million  bushel,  which  was  up 
from  the  459.8  one  year  ago.  Like  the  cash  corn  market,  improvement  was  seen  in  basis  along  the  Illinois  River  terminals  and  other  river  terminals.  A  combination  of  slow 
farmer  selling,  good  demand  at  the  export  markets  and  lower  prices  for  barge  freight  helped  to  give  the  basis  a  substantial  boost.  Basis  improvements  along  the  Illinois  River 
had  improved  22  to  25  cents  per  bushel  by  the  end  of  November.  Exports  of  soybeans  and  soybean  meal  were  also  very  good  in  November,  with  many  of  the  shipments 
going  to  the  European  Union,  Japan,  Canada  and  T urkey.  Since  a  recent  discovery  of  a  case  of  mad  cow  disease,  a  ban  of  Meat  and  Bone  Meal  in  Japan  had  kept  exports 
of  soybean  meal  at  a  brisk  pace.  Now  the  U.S.  crop  is  in  the  bin,  attention  turns  to  the  progress  of  the  South  American  Crop.  In  their  most  recent  report  the  USDA  estimated 
the  Argentine  soybean  acreage  to  be  a  record  at  1 1  million  hectares.  Wet  conditions  in  Argentina  have  delayed  plantings  of  corn  and  sunflowers.  As  wet  conditions  continue, 
farmers  are  switching  some  acres  to  soybeans  which  gives  them  a  larger  planting  window.  With  this  in  mind,  soybean  production  in  Argentina  could  rise  to  28  million  tons.  In 
Brazil,  1 5.5  million  hectares  were  expected  to  be  planted.  With  many  of  the  new  acres  in  highly  productive  land  and  good  growing  conditions,  record  soybean  production  is  a 
good  possibility.  The  latest  forecast  was  soybean  production  to  reach  41 .5  million  tons,  another  record  crop. 

Wheat:  The  average  price  paid  to  producers  of  soft  red  wheat  in  Illinois  ended  the  reporting  period  an  average  of  1  cent  higher.  Government  reports  and  exports  were  the 
main  topics  for  wheat  in  November.  In  the  last  crop  progress  report  of  the  year,  the  USDA  estimated  the  U.S.  crop  at  44%  good  to  excellent,  36%  fair,  and  20%  poor  to 
very  poor.  These  ratings  are  1 5%  lower  than  last  years  crop  in  the  good  to  excellent  range.  With  dry  soils  much  to  blame  for  the  poor  ratings,  rain  showers  helped  these 
conditions  at  the  end  of  November.  In  Illinois,  the  crop  was  rated  70%  good  to  excellent,  25%  poor  and  5%  poor  to  very  poor.  As  of  November  25, 97%  of  the  planted 
acres  had  emerged.  Beside  production  reports  in  December,  traders  will  have  to  wait  until  January  1 1 ,  when  the  Winter  Wheat  Seedings  report  will  be  released.  The  Supply/ 
Demand  estimates  released  by  the  USDA  on  November  9th,  showed  no  changes  for  wheat.  The  projected  average  price  was  unchanged  as  well  at  $2.70  to  $3.00  per 
bushel.  Exports  continue  to  lag  behind  last  years  pace  by  57  million  bushel  .  As  of  November  29,  the  U.S.  had  exported  509.4  million  bushel,  compared  to  566.8  bushel  one 
year  ago.  Three  of  the  top  countries  shipping  wheat  were  Egypt,  Japan,  and  China.

Hay  Market  Report 
as  of  December  6,  2001 


All  hay  prices  quoted  dollars  per  ton  FOB  the 
farm,  small  square  bales  unless  otherwise  noted. 
Straw  quoted  in  dollars  per  bale  and  by  the  ton. 
Illinois  hay  prices  were  steady  to  ten  dollars 
higher  this  month.  Hay  movement  was  moderate 
to  active  with  moderate  to  good  demand. 

Demand  for  hay  was  good  from  the  dairy  and 
beef  areas  this  month,  with  the  interest  from  the 
horse  sector  good  to  very  good.  Although  Illinois 
has  not  had  any  severe  winter  weather, some 
supplies  of  hay  are  becoming  harder  to  find. 
Grass  hay  and  some  of  the  alfalfa-grass  mixes 
are  harder  to  locate  as  well  as  small  squares  of 
straw.  Straw  prices  were  steady  to  ten  dollars 
higher  with  the  demand  coming  from  the  livestock 
industry.  With  the  warmer  fall  temperatures  the 
mulch  season  was  extended  for  several  weeks 
longer  than  usual.  Northern:  Northern  Illinois 
hay  sales  were  moderate  to  active  and  prices 
were  steady  to  firm.  The  demand  for  dairy  quality 
alfalfa  and  beef  hay  was  moderate  to  good. 
Demand  improved  when  winter  weather  was  a 
threat,  but  when  warmer  weather  returned  the 
demand  returned  light  to  moderate.  Straw  prices 
were  steady  to  firm  this  month,  with  most  of  the 
demand  coming  from  the  livestock  industry. 
Premium  alfalfa  130-135,  115-130  in  big 
squares:  Good  alfalfa  125-135,  110-115  in  big 
squares;Fair  alfalfa  65  in  big  rounds,  80-100  in 
big  squares;Low  alfalfa  60-80  in  big  squares. 
Premium  Mix  125,  125  in  big  squares;Good  Mix 
110-115,  100-105  in  big  squares;  Fair  Mix  60  in 
big  rounds  and  85  in  big  squares.  Premium 
Grass  120;Good  grass  90-1 00:Fair  Grass  80. 
Corn  Stalks  40-70.  Straw  1.75-3.00  per  bale  in 
small  squares,  60-85  per  ton  in  big  squares,  and 
30-35  ton  in  big  rounds.  Central:  Central  Illinois 
hay  sales  were  moderate  to  active  with  prices 
steady  to  10  dollars  higher.  Demand  for  horse 
and  dairy  hay  led  the  way  in  November  with 
beef  hay  needs  not  far  behind.  Straw  prices 
were  steady  to  firm  with  demand  moderate  to 
good  with  supplies  of  small  squares  getting 
harder  to  find.  Premium  alfalfa  140-150,140-150 
in  big  squares; Good  alfalfa  110-130;  100-110  in 
big  squares.  Fair  Alfalfa  90,  80  in  big  rounds,  SO¬ 
SO  in  big  squares.  Premium  Mix  120,  Good  Mix 
1 1 0;Fair  Mix  90.  Premium  Grass  100-110;  Good 
Grass  90-100,  60  in  big  rounds,  Fair  Grass  75. 
Straw  was  1.75-2.75  per  bale, 60-80  per  ton  in 
big  squares,  40  per  ton  in  big  rounds  or  60-85 
per  ton.  Southern:  Southern  Illinois  producers 
reported  hay  sales  to  be  moderate  to  active  with 
moderate  to  good  demand  and  prices  were  5  to 
10  dollars  higher.  Demand  remained  good  for 
dairy  and  horse  hay,  with  supplies  of  grass  hay 
and  the  alfalfa-grass  mix  getting  harder  to  locate. 
Straw  prices  were  firm  as  demand  was  moderate 
to  good  for  light  offerings.  Premium  alfalfa  135- 
145,  135-140  in  big  squares;  Good  alfalfa  115-
